FROM MASASHI NAGANO TO SHIMANO, INC 

Patent Assignment Agreement 

This Patent Assignment Agreement (hereinafter referred to as this "Agreement") is made by and between 
Masashi Nagano (hereinafter referred to as "Nagano") and Shimano, Inc. (hereinafter referred to as 
"Shimano") regarding the assignment of the patent application described in Article 1, which Nagano has 
rights to (hereinafter referred to as the "Patent Applications"), as follows: 

Article 1 (Patent Applications) 

1. US 2004/0106482 Al 

2. Japan Patent Application Publication No. 2004-182045 

3. CN 1504384 A 

4. Taiwan Patent Application Publication No. 200409714 
Article 2 (Assignment) 

2-1 Nagano hereby assigns to Shimano a right to receive patents under the Patent Applications, as well 
as the patent rights and any and all of other rights to be obtained after registration of the said patent 
(hereinafter referred to as the "Patent Rights") 

2-2 Shimano shall carry out the necessary procedures for assignment after the conclusion of this 
Agreement. 

2-3 The costs pertaining to the Patent Applications, such as attorney's and patent attorney's fees, 
charges for the procedures for applying a transfer of the tide and the examination and other 
response made by the Patent Office, as well as the costs pertaining to the procedures for 
assignment, including charges payable to the Patent Office, and the maintenance of patents, which 
are incurred after the conclusion of this Agreement, shall be borne by Shimano in full. 

2- 4 Nagano shall cooperate with Shimano in the procedures necessary for Shimano to take over the 

Patent Rights in accordance with this Agreement, and all of the procedures which Nagano, as the 
inventor, is required to follow. 

Article 3 (Consideration) 

3- 1 The consideration for the Patent Applications shall be ten million yen (¥10,000,000) (not inclusive 

of the consumption tax thereon). 
3-2 Shimano shall pay to Nagano the consideration of the assignment set forth in the preceding 
paragraph by electronic transfer to the following bank account designated by Nagano, within thirty 
(30) days after the date written at the end of this Agreement (hereinafter referred to as the 
"Conclusion Date"):

Type of account: Ordinary account 
Account No.: 3783285 

Article 4 (Warranty) 

Nagano hereby warrants to Shimano the following facts: 

4-1 Nagano has full rights to the Patent Applications and has not placed a security or any other right on 
the Patent Applications. 

4-2 Besides Nagano, there is no one who has any right to the Patent Applications. 

4-3 Besides the Patent Applications, there is not any patent application pertaining to the invention 
underlying the Patent Applications, or any divisional application, continuation-in-part application, 
continuation application or reissue application based on any of the Patent Applications, or any application 
derived from the Patent Applications, at home or abroad, as of the Conclusion Date. 
4-4 Nagano is the sole inventor of the Patent Applications. 




Article 5 (Confidentiality)

Nagano and Shimano shall not disclose any clause of this Agreement to any third party, except as necessary 
or useful to register and implement the Patent Applications or to exercise other rights. 

Article 6 (Jurisdiction)
